Message  From  Pres.  Merrigan 

NWMSC  is  growing  and  may  be  suffering  from  some  slight 
growing  pains.  With  the  increase  in  the  enrollment,  there  is 
also  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  people  who  have 
not  adjusted  themselves  to  acting  as  a  college  student  should. 

A  very  good  example  of  this  lack  of  adjustment  is  the  vul¬ 
gar  language  sometimes  heard  in  the  cafeteria.  Also,  the 
“crashing”  of  the  cafeteria  lines  is  becoming  a  problem.  We 
should  be  able  to  discipline  ourselves  on  such  matters,  not  rely 
on  supervision  to  control  our  every  action. 

There  IS  a  regulation  concerning  the  line  crashing,  this 
being:  ‘if  a  “crasher”  is  reported  to  the  Dean  of  Students’ 
office,  the  person  shall  be  brought  before  the  Student-Faculty 
Discipline  Committee  and  penalized  accordingly.

Remember,  since  this  college  is  getting  too  large  for  a  few 
people  to  discipline  us  all,  we  must  discipline  ourselves  in 
matters  such  as  line  crashing,  language,  length  of  telephone 
calls,  etc.  By  doing  this,  I’m  sure  the  student  body  will  be 
much  happier  and  NWMSC  will  be  a  better  place  to  get  a 
“college”  college  education.

On  News  Copy 

What  makes  a  News  story? 
In  basic  journalism,  the  first 
lesson  is  to  include  the  five 
questions;  who,  what,  when 
where,  and  why.  (‘How’  comes 
later  in  an  advanced  course.) 

To  include  the  five  facts  in 
a  news  story,  the  writer  must 
have  the  information.  If  the  re¬ 
porter  goes  out  to  cover  a  story, 
he  is  responsible  for  getting  a 
"full  scoop.”  But,  if  the  infor¬ 
mation  is  brought  into  the  of¬ 
fice  by  a  person  other  than  the 
staff,  that  persons  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  providing  all  necessary 
information  to  be  included  in 
the  article. 

The  five  basic  questions  are 
the  most  difficult  information 
to  obtain.  The  MISSOURIAN 
will  try  its  best  to  include  all 
the  data.  We  are  not  the  only 
one  capable  of  “goofing”  how¬ 
ever.  Recently  an  announce¬ 
ment  was  read  in  all  classes 
which  contained  all  the  requir¬ 
ed  information;  EXCEPT  the 
hour  that  the  function  was 
slated. 

So,  if  you  have  an  event  or  a 
function  that  you  want  publi¬ 
cized,  try  to  include  all  five 
answers  in  your  news  release. 
And  when  it  comes  to  time,  in¬ 
clude  the  day  of  the  month, 
day  of  the  week,  and  the  hour 
of  the  day.  IT  MAKES  the 
newsman’s  job  much  easier  & 
much  more  satisfactory.

Courses  by  Mail 
Provide  400  Hours 

Trends  in  the  NWMSC  corres¬ 
pondence  program  were  re¬ 
leased  by  Mrs.  James  Gregory 
of  the  Field  Service  Office. 

Women  outnumber  men  three 
to  one  in  enrollments  for  corres¬ 
pondence  courses,  according  to 
Mrs.  Gregory.  Total  enroll¬ 
ments  for  19G0-61  were  410  with 
women  taking  314  of  these 
courses  and  men  taking  the  re¬ 
maining  96  courses. 

Education  courses  are  the 
most  popular  among  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  take  courses  by  cor¬ 
respondence.  Education  158  and 
Education  120  are  probably  the 
two  most  popular  courses  tak¬ 
en,  Mrs.  Gregory  stated. 

Correspondence  courses  offer 
a  valuable  opportunity  for  stu¬ 
dents  to  gain  needed  semester 
hours  credits.  During  academic 
1960-61,  over  400  semester  hours 
credit  were  granted  as  the  re¬ 
sult  of  nearly  200  correspon¬ 
dence  courses. 

Over  40  different  courses  in 
11  departments  are  now  offered 
by  correspondence.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  credit  hours  accepted 
toward  any  degree  is  30.0  hours. 
In  addition  to  this  limitation, 
the  last  ten  hours  of  work 
toward  a  degree  must  be  done 
in  residence.

Dear  Sir, 

I  read  in  last  week’s  Missourian  about  the  independents’ 
organization  and  some  of  their  purposes  in  organizing.  Inter¬ 
esting.  Sounds  good.  Now  don’t  get  me  wrong.  I’m  not  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  I.  S.  O.  nor  am  I  a  Greek.  Just  an  interested  student 
who  likes  to  know  what’s  going  on.

Independents  have  taken  their 
knocks,  but  what  do  the  Greeks,  the  leaders  of  the  Student 
Government  Association,  have  to  say.  I’ve  never  heard  their 
side  of  the  story.

Tim  Johnson 

SATURDAY  NIGHT  AND  SUN¬ 
DAY  MORNING  by  Alan  Silli- 
toe— Signet  $.50—1958 

This  novel  is  a  success  be¬ 
cause  it  achieves  a  believable 
resolution.  It  is  the  robust  story 
of  a  factory  worker  who  dis¬ 
likes  his  job  (in  Britain  where 
not  all  can  attend  college),  and 
endures  each  week  for  his  Sat 
urday  night  fling — booze  and 
another  man’s  wife. 

He  says,  “It’s  a  great  life  if 
you  don’t  weaken,”  and  he  is 
out  to  get  what  he  can  from  it. 
But  he  does  realize  that  his  ir¬ 
responsible  living  cannot  last 
forever.  Thus,  when  two  army 
buddies  of  the  husband  beat 
him  he  accepts  it  as  the  end  of 
Saturday  Night— his  fling,  and 
begins  to  accept  the  obliga¬ 
tions  of  Sunday  Morning. 

At  the  close  of  the  novel  he 
is  planning  to  marry  a  girl  he 
met  at  the  close  of  Saturday 
Night,  Doreen,  even  though  she 
embodies  much  of  the  middle- 
class  way  of  life  which  he  re¬ 
sents.  But  Arthur  is  not  sub¬ 
mitting— in  a  concluding  mono¬ 
logue  he  says,  “Well,  it’s  a 
good  life  and  a  good  world,  all 
said  and  done,  if  you  don’t 
weaken,  and  if  you  know  that 
the  big  wide  world  hasn’t  heard 
from  you  yet,  not  by  a  long 
way,  though  it  won’t  be  long 
now.”

The  loss  of  fullback  Jack  Boyd  definitely  hindered  the  ’Cats 
sometimes  spectacular,  sometimes  sputtering,  offense.  Stu 
Cline,  Don  Daniels,  and  Prime  Williams  have  shown  touches 
of  offensive  brilliance  on  occasions.  Guard  Dick  Clark  has  dis¬ 
played  the  defensive  ability  that  made  him  an  all-league  selec¬ 
tion  last  season. 

The  inability  of  the  ’Cats  to  maintain  a  sustained  offensive 
drive  in  the  clutch  has  been  a  major  factor  throughout  the 
season  thus  far. 

Defensive  Lapse 

But  overshadowing  these  factors  is  the  principal  drawback 
to  a  successful  season:  the  collapse  of  the  ’Cat  defense.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  MIAA  statistics,  the  NWMSC  footballers  were  last  in 
defensive  standings,  their  opponents  having  scored  more  than 
three  times  the  amount  of  tallies  that  the  Maryville  gridders 
could  muster.'' 

Rushing  Star 

As  of  October  25,  1961,  Prime  Williams  was  the  third  lead¬ 
ing  rusher  in  the  MIAA,  averaging  5.76  yards  per  carry.  A1 
Kearns  had  caught  ten  passes  for  the  fifth  slot  in  that  league 
category.  Harold  Gentry  was  the  third  leading  punter  in  the 
conference,  booting  the  pigskin  for  33.8  yards  per  try. 

According  to  our  figures  Springfield  Bears  have  won  two, 
lost  three,  arid  tied  one.  At  this  point,  our  Bearcats  had  emerged 
the  victor  in  two  contests  and  came  out  on  the  losing  end  four 
times.  If  statistics  are  correct,  this  would  give  the  Bears  a 
slight  edge,  but  the  spirit  of  Homecoming  usually  evens  the 
odds;  so  we’re  picking  the  Bearcats  over  Springfield!
